job as copy-reader on a newspaper. 
When his staff brings documents of 
one sort and another for revision and 
editorial correction, he takes a pen- 
cil and goes through the copy with 
lightning speed. An ex-newspaperman 
on his slaff calls him the best copy- 
reader he ever say (which may come 
under the heading of damning with 
faint praise). 


The colonel knows how lo delegate 


authority, and refuses lo let paper 
work pile up on his desk. He doesn't 
make snap jualgmenls, but once he 
has passed on a problem or a job he 
doesn't go back and worry about H, 
He may take his time about saying 
something but when he says it, it 
goes.

Stcmhardl, now ambassador of Peru, 
has been named by President Roosevelt 
as ambassador to Soviet Russie, it was 
learned from reliable sources here Sat- 
urday.

nnnounred that Claude G. Bowers, am- 
bassador to Spain, has been surmn'on- 
cd home for consultation. 


The stale department declined to 


comment on the Stcinhardt appoint- 
ment pending a dispatch by the Presi- 
dent of the nomination lo the scnalo for 
confirmation. 


The president relumed to the capi- 


tal Saturday morning on the sixth an- 
niversary of his first inaugural. The 
president was tanned and apparently 
was rested from his Carribbean cruise 
that enabled him to watch the United 
States fleet engage in a mock attack of 
defense off the Allanlic coast. 


Talk Is Awaited 


WASHINGTON — (/F) — President 


Roosevelt's address Saturday to "the 
American people" in connection with 
celebration of the 150 anniversary of 
the first session of congress will pro- 
vide an opportunity and forum rare 
in the history of the presidency for 
national policy declarations. 
>< ;He., is to appear befpre:' a joint ses- 
sion of congress by specific request 
of a concurrent resolution, and at a 
moment in tho history of the world 
and of the nation when he says may 
be echoed in the course of great 
events. 


His audience will include not only 


tho members of the congress and vir- 
lually every high government official, 
but the diplomatic representatives of 
54 countries as well. 


Because of the extraordinary occa- 


sion—and because there has been no 
word of what Mn Roosevelt intends 
to say—the address has aroused more 
advance interest than most formal 
presidential utterances.

$14,000,000 to Be Turned 


Over to Arkansas 


Farmers 


LITTLE ROCK—Business in general 


in Arkansas will be boosted consid- 
erably in the next few months by Ihe 
payment qf more than $14,000,000 in 
conservation payments to approxi- 
mately 300,000 farmers in the state for 
participation in the 1938 Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration program, 
according to R. C, Branch, chairman 
of the state agricultural conservation 
committee. In addition to this sum, 
Branch said, cotton and rice farmers 
of the stale will receive more than 
59,000,000 this fall as 1939 price ad- 
justment payments on those two crops, 


Arkansas merchants will have an 


opportunity to bid for new business 
as a result of the AAA payments which 
will be distributed to farmers in all 
co.unlries of the state. 


Most of the money will be put into 


circulation immediately for the pur- 
chase of supplies wilh which to make 
the new crop, payment of loans, pur- 
chases of clothes, repairs on houses and 
many other tems including payments 
on automobiles. 


Conservation payments to farmers 


of the state are expected to total $H- 
340,085 with payments divided ap- 
proximately as follows: Cotton com- 
jliance, 
$10,080,000; 
general 
crops, 


wheat and tobacco $860,085; rice S400 - 
COO; soil building, $3,000,000.

breaking, $499,857,936 appropriation bill 
for tho army won house approval Fri- 
day amid warnings in the senate con- 
gressional failure to keep close tabs 
on American foreign policy might 
drag the nation into war. 


The huge supply measure, largest 


since 1922 and carrying the first funds 
for a proposed ?3QO,000,000 expansion 
of the air corps, rolled through the 
house without a record vote or a single 
amendment. 


Representative Snyder (D-Pa.), in 


charge of the bill on the floor, de- 
clared the fact no amendments were 
offered was without parallel in the 
naton's constitutional 
history 
and 


constituted "a firm expression of 
America's attitude toward such dis- 
tatorsnips as might attempt to disturb 
the peace of the Western Hemisphere." 


The measure carried actual funds for 


the operation of the army and is dis- 
linct from a measure the house passed 
two weeks ago "authorizing" a ?358,- 
000,000 expansion of the army, includ- 
ing the air corps. The latter measure 
carries no funds. 


In addition to the purchase of 784 


miltary planes, Friday's bill would 
provide for reinforcement of seacoast 
defenses, for semi-automatic rifles, 
anti-tank guns, modernized field ar- 
tillery and mobile anti-aircraft guns.

Unfortunately there is no truth in 


these statements. EVen if the entire 
eyeball should be transplahted from 
one human being to another, the new 
eye would be unable to see, 'because 
the nerve Whitih is-associated with the 
of seeing riricl the retina of the eye 
would have to'Cut,-and there is no evi- 
dence to indicate that regeneration of 
this nervous tissue occurs. 


There is, however, one type ot 


transplant of tissue in relationship to 
the hitman eye Which,can be success- 
ItilHy made and which 'has been made 
in innumerable instances. That is a 
transplant of the covering, or cornea 
of the eye,, which is sometimes scarred, 
or otherwise 'damaged as the result of, 
disease or injury so that scar itssue 
covers the pupil of the eye and-it is 
impossible for the person concerned 
:to see. 
""Nowadays whenever there is an 
opacity over the pupil of the eye which 
prevents suitable vision, this operation 
can be considered. 


On the other hand, wlien the -blind- 


ness is due to some other cause or 
wlien there is a disease of the eye, the 
operation can do little, if any, good. 


It is now possible to take the eye of 


a person who-has recently died and to 
kedp it under .proper conditions for a 
few days until the patient \vho Is to 
have 'the transplant Is 'ready ior the 
operation. Then the'outer covering of 
the eye of the patient is re'mtoved and 
the cornea of the eye that is offered 
for transplant is put in its place. 


In this type of surgery, which of 


coudse requires Special training, it is 
necessary to use special instruments 
with -which 'flaps of tissue of the same 
size with clean edges are prepared;
